A FINE DISPLAY. 


The Art In*lustries Exhibition was opened to 
the public shortly after three o'clock, the 
judging heving oceupied the earlier part of the 
day. The entries numbered 620, six more 
than last year. This number represents a fail. 
ing off when compared with those of former 
Shows, when the average was in or about 900. 
The difficulties of railway transit interfered 
to some extent with the number of exhibits, 
but this department of the Show was, neverthe- 
less, one of its most interesting features from 
many points of view. Some splendid speci- 
mens of lace were on view, and the principal 
prizes went to Jace classes in institutions and 
the societies which have been promoted in 
different parte of the country for the two- 
fold purpose of fostering this industry and pro- 
viding remunerative employment for girls in 
rural districts. The industry hes not pro- 
gresesd so much of late as might have been 
expected, but this is due in a large measure 
to the workers having been employed during 
the years of the war at work which, though less 
artistic, proved at the time to more profit- 
able, such es shirt-making, stocking-making, 
etc. But, now tit peace has g Geta there 
is every intimation that interest is again being | 
taken in the manufacture of lace. e entries 
in the plain crochet classes 
and the work showed 
exhibited in former years. The leather work, 
as usual, was capital, and the high standard 
reached in previous years was fully maintained. 
Coloured embroidery also was favourably com- 
monted upon. Considerable interest was taken 
in the toy classes. These were a recent inno 
vation, and the exhibition showed a great im- 
provement in the number of entries as com- 
pared with those at the last Show. The toys 
shown ranged from model aeroplanes to dolls, 
and were in themselves well worth seeing. 
There were new classes for book jackets and 
posters. Both were well represented, and the 
work was of an excellent character. Cottage 
furniture was exceedingly good. The articles 
showed considerable merit and originality .in 
design, and were of the type that is at the 
same time ugeful and ornamental.

The hard 
plants and flowers were particularly pase | 
although one might almost consider them now 
as luxuries by no means plentiful. Hot-house 
plants were much im evidence, and these were 
splendidly represented by the Hon. A. F. Guin- 
ness, who sent in some fine samples from his 
gardens at Glenmaroon, Chapelizod. In the 
vegetable. sections the collections were a notable 
feature, especially the first prize lot, which was 
put up by Lord Powerscourt. The ‘plothoiders’ 
section, aiso, attracted more than ordinary at- 
tention. The plotholders have shown a great in- 
terest in the Show, and entries from then: were 
very numerous, while some of their exhibits, of 
the more utilitarian kind equalled, E thy ‘did 
not even surpass, those from the t gordens. 
The trade groups were splendidly arran; sd not 
only by local nurserymen, but by provincial 
horticulturalists. The collection staged 
Messrs. Alexander Dickson and Sons at once 
cayght the eye of the judges, and other exhibits 
in “these groups that commanded recognition 
were received from Mr. 8. A. Jones, Kilkenny; 
Messrs. Charles Ramsay and Son, Royal 
Nurseries, Ballsbridge; Messrs. Bradshaw, 
| Artane Nursery ; and Messrs, William Watson 
| and Sons, Killiney Nursery, the latter including 
some specimens of well-grown apple trees in 
fruit. 

Messrs. Thomas McKenzie, Dublin, had on 
show an attractive exhibition of gardening ap- 
phances. 

The special exhibits comprised a glorious new 
seedling rose named J. G. Glassford, for which 
a gold “medal was unanimously awarded to 
Messrs. Hugh Dickson, Ltd., Belfast; and a nice 
collection of roses. from Mrs. H. B. Moloney, 
Brayfort, Bray, for which she was awarded a 
first class certificate. One of the novelties was 
a dainty little rock garden arranged by Miss 
Ryan, Manoah, Holyrood Park, Dublin, to whom 
a certificate of merit was awarded. Four 
baskets of delightful scarlet carnations exhibited 
by Mr.>-J.. Hume Dudgeon, Merville, Booters- 
town, received a first class cultural certificate. 

Notable in the flower section were the tone of 
the roses and the quality of the sweet peas, and
